During the past year twenty-nine weeks of school have 
been taught in aJjl the 12 districts, except ai Ossipee where . 
the school is still in session. 


The attendance has been fair but not what it should be, 
owing in part to sickness and bad weather, and’in some in- 
stances we fear to lack of interest on the part of the scholars 
and parents. i 


Towns spend a large sum of money for schools and the schol- 
ars should feel an interest and show their gratitude for what 
the Town is doing to give them an education, and the parents 
shou'd take more interest in the schools and show it by ikeep- | 
ing their children in school all they possibly can, and, by vis- 
iting the schools as often, as this encourages the teachrs and 
pupils. The best schools are the ones that receive the most. 
visits from parents. 


If the parents visited the schools there would be fewer com- 
plaints about schools and teachers, and they would know what 
was being done in the schools instead of relying on the reports 
of children who are not qualified to pass judgement upon mat- 
ters of teaching. :
